THE VOTE OF 1»AJM»TA. 


The 
returns are - now 
complete 


from twenty-nine out of the thirty 
counties in North Dakota, ^hat held an 
election November 4th, and thirty-five 
out of the forty-seven in South Dakota. 
The total vote in North Dakota, with one 
county to hear from, is 32,317, of which 
J ud_e Gifford receives 28,801, leaving 3,- 
516 for Wilson, a majority for Gifford of 
25,293. In South Dakota, with twelve 
counties to hear from, the total vote is 
41,173, of which Gifford gejs 30,743, and 
Wilson, 10,430, a majority fpr Gifford of 
2'>,31o. The total votein^he territory, 
vifh thirteen counties to hear from, is 
73,490. Gifford's majority is 45,598. The 
remaining thirteen counties will swell 
the total vote to about 84,000, and Gif 
ford's majority to about 55,000. North 
Dakota gives the republican nominee 90 
per cent, of her vote, while South Da- 
kota, Judse Gifford's home, (jives him 
but 74 percent. 


., The vote in 1882 in Dakota was 38,151 
for Raymond, republican; 
9,034 for 


Brookinge, democrat; Eaymond's plu- 
rality, 29,117. Total vote, 47,185. This 
indicated a population at tbat time of 
about 236,000. 


The vote this yeart indicates a total 


population of 420,000, or an increase of 
185,009^45 per cent. 


South Dakota now has 250,000 people 


and North Dakota 170,000. 


Dakota has a greater population than 


the states of New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Rhode Island, Florida, Colorado, Ore- 
gon, Delaware or Nevada—as much as 
the last four combined. She has double 
the population that New Jersey, New 
Hampshire, Alabama, Michigan and 
Minnesota, had 
when they were ad- 


mitted into the Union, three times the 
population of Colorado when admitted, 
four times as much aq Georgia, Rhode 
Island, Mississippi, Iowa and Califor- 
nia, and twelve times as much as Illinois 
had when she entered the sisterhood of 
states in 1818. 
In fact, there was never 


but one state in the Union, Virginia, 
that had as great a population when ad- 
mitted into the Union as Dakota has 
today. And yet in the face of all this 
Dakota's knock at the door of congress 
is unheard and unheeded. The statis- 
tics prove that there is absolutely a 
smaller percentage of illiteracy in Da- 
kota than in a~iy o'her community hi the 
world. 


Dakota can raise wheat enough to 


feed the world, and no region in the Uni- 
ted States is capable of supporting a 
more dense population. The territory is 
r'ch in resources, has the largest mining 
interests in the world, is, old enough, 
big' enough and intelligent enough to 
take care of hers-If and yet she is denied 
the right. Dakota is large enough for 
two s'ates, but a democratic administra- 
tration will not divide it. Nor is it 
likely that any notice whatever will be 
taken of her demands this 
winter. 


Another congress will, if not composed 
o! too many blind bigots, discover upon 
the map, a region known as Dakota, and 
p ^rhaps allow her a star on the national 
flag. 


Her people are busy and ^rosperouB, 
however, and do not depend on the "pay 
day" of the railroad company. Bismarck 
doesn't care how large other towns are. 
If Jamestown has 5,000 .or 10,000 even, 
Bismarck is glad of it. The more peo- 
ple in North Dakota the better. The 
one crowning boast of Bismarck is the 
magnificence of her business blocks 
and buildings, the enterprise of her citi- 
zens and the volume of business done. 
Bismarck is small but "oh, my." 


ALTHOUGH the democratic party, by

the face and takes into considerat.on the 
fact that thousands of anxious demo- 
crats have worked all these years for a 
hopeless cause, it would Beem natural 
that at least a majority of the present 
office holders will be asked to make room 
for friend-, and supporters of the party 
in power. As t> rritorius are the popular 
camping ground for those who must be 
rewarded by office, it is likely that the 
pruning knife will first be' felt in these 
fields. No matter how much the people 
may deplore it, changes are sure to be 
made. So far as the present executive 
is concerned, doubtless he need feel no 
uneasiness as the influences which se- 
cured his appointment have been, during 
the campaign, particularly friendly to 
Mr. Cleveland., Governor Pierce left the 
staff of the Chicago News to accept the 
governorship of Dakcti. The News 
was anxious for the nomination of Mr. 
Arthur, and being disappointed opposed 
the republican nominee throughout the 
campaign..

DAKOTA'S HEW -CAPITOl*. 


The Minneapolis Tribune, under date 


of November 15th, has the following cor- 
respondence from Bismarck: 


Ihe coming session of the Dakota legisla- 


ture, which will assemble in the new capital 
building at this place, revives interest in the 
measure by which the seat of government of 
this vast domain was transferred from Yankton 
to Bimriarck. By an act of the legislative as- 
sembly, approved by Governor Ordway, a com- 
mission was appointed "to select a more de- 
sirable place fur the capitol of the territory." 
This act provided that the location selected 
should be as near the geographical center of 
the territory as possible, and at the same time 
be within easy reach of all parts of the terri- 
tory, and afford facilities tor ihe proper dis- 
charge of the public business. 
Embodied in 


this act was a provision requiring the com- 
missioners to secure 160 acres of desirable land 
and $100 000 in money from the people or 
property holders who were to be benefitted for 
all time by the location of the territorial seat 
of government tamong them. 
The lands se- 


cured were for the capitol grounds, and the 
money for the erection of a capitol building. 
Yankton, the former seat of government, was in 
the southeastern portion of the territory, with 
out the necessary facilities for either the tran- 
saction of the public business or the transpor- 
tation facilities to enable members of the 
legislature to reach it without a long and tedious 
journey, or an equally undesirable one by 
traveling 500 miles by rail outside of the ter- 
ritory. And what made the matter worse, the 
traffic of the territory was not such as to give 
any hope that this condition of things would 
be remedied for many yean to come. 


That the people of Yankton were bitterlj 


opposed to the removal of the capital goes with- 
out saying. They fought the measure bitterly in 
the legislature and the courts and made a per- 
sonal bitter war upon every one who favored the 
plan. The commission was composed of careful, 
conservative men, who, while they had strong 
tempta'ions in the way of personal gain, visited 
every point which seemed at all desirable, and 
finally showed their wisdom and honesty in 
fixing upon Bismarck. This wide awake city, 
to be sure, bad offered large inducements out- 
side of her location, which is almost the exact 
geographical center of the territory. She had 
adequate transportation facilities, being situated 
on the great transcontinental line of railroad 
and on the Missouri Biver. Besides this she 
offered $100,000 in cash and an additional 160 
acres of land to that required in the locating 
act. The money was subscribed in a few days 
by liberal minded citizens, and when the plans 
for the capitol bnilding showed that sum was 
not sufficient for its completion, added $30,000 
to the original sum. 


The law provides that out of the 160 acres 


required for capital purposes, after grounds for 
buildings, a park and driveways bad been 
Selected, the remainder might should be layed 
off into lots for resident purposes, the receipts 
to go to the territory, and that these should be 
sold for not less than $121000. Thirty thous- 
and dollars worth of these lots have already 
been sold, which pays the entire $130,000 
already spent in the erection of the capitol 
buildl> g, leaving for the territory $91,000, said 
form 160acres more land left adjacent to the 
capital, valued at $250,OCO. 


Says Attorney General Hngbes: "had it not 


been for the litigation upon the capital com- 
mission by Yankton, there would have at least 
bern $100,000 more realized to the territory from 
the sale of lots. The attack upon the legality of 
the commissioners retarded and depreciated the 
sale of Iota, which has been a direct loss to the 


great deeds in getting before the people 
of the world the wonderful products and 
rapid advancement of Dakota at the 
Now Orleans exposition.

The Times is of 
the opinion now that all efforts in the 
near future to secure division will only 
be thrown away; that it would be a waste 
of money and of energy to hold a consti- 
tutional convention next summer in 
South Dakota under authonty of the 
territorial legislature as has been pro- 
posed, and that Dakotaians might as 
well look squarely at the real situation 
and make up their minds to be content 
with the disadvantages of a territorial 
form of government for seve. al years.

The 
bnilding is of solid pressed brick with Jo'.iet 
marble trimming.

AFTER the nomination of Horace Gree- 


ley for the presidency in 1872, Whitelaw 
Reid, Mr. Albert, of Baltimore, and a 
number of other gentlemen had a dinner.

contagious diseases than other races?' was

difference in their dietary system, and if so, 
may it not be of service to our citizens to state 
wherein the advantage lies?"

century, when the black plague was i aging 
in. Europe, there was such a remarkable ex- 
empticn of deaths in the Jewish race that 
they were actually accused of poisoning the 
wells and rivers to destroy the Christians. 
This black plague was imported from China 
by the Catholic missionaries, and taken into 
Portugal and Spain, whence it spread. 


BURYING THEIR DEAD. 


"Unfortunately in those days, as in the 


present, the Christians had _the custom of 
burying their dead from their churches, and 
thus aided in spreading contagion. 
Sickness 


breeds sickness, and death death. The Jews 
seldom bury their dead from their churches; 
and scarcely ever, except when a rabbi or a 
teacher of a congregation dies, and never do 
they so when a person dies of an infectious 
or contagious disease. The hist report re- 
ceived in this city from Grand Rabbi M. 
Weill, states that only seven out of a popu- 
lation of 7,000 Jews died, whilst over 1,900 of 
a 
Christian 
population 
of 
120(000 


succumbed to the cholera. Now for the prac- 
tical causes of the exemption of the Jews 
from the sufferings and deaths of the Christ- 
ians—and here let me say we are proud of the 
name of 'Jews' to-day. In the days of Abra- 
ham we were Hebrews, and subsequently 
Israelities, but now that we are scattered 
over the face of the earth, and receive o ,r 
rights at the hands of our fellow-citizens, we 
are proud to be known as 'Jews.' Our first 
law is cleanliness. By the Mosaic law each 
Jew, male or female, must, on the Sabbath 
or a holiday, take a bath, and both men and 
women, even in their days of latitude, adhere 
strictly to the Levitical laws, not necessary 
to be publicly mentioned, in regard to clean- 
liness. If 'cleanliness is next to godliness,1 
then the Jews are certainly practicing their 
religion. No Jew can or should take a meal 
without washing his hands, nor can he say 
an acceptable prayer without thoroughly 
cleansing the visible parts of his body. 
Although cleanliness is the mainstay of 
Jewish health, let us now turn to her sister 
companion, diet In a word, the dietary 
laws of our Bible are adhered to strictly at 
home, if not elsewhere. 


ANIMAL FOOD. 


A Jew cannot eat animal food without its 


having been properly slaughtered—that is, 
the throat and jugujar vein must be cut 
with a sharp knife to allow the blood to flow 
freely from the body of the animal No 
meat over three times twenty-four hours old 
can be eaten. While Christians may enjoy 
the flavor of long hung Southdown mutton, 
'gamey' birds and 'tasteful' venison, we re- 
gard them as being practically in a process 
of decay, and consequently prohibited. Nor 
can we eat flesh without well washing it 
with water, to prevent decay and to purify 
it. After killing the animal with a sharp 
knife, to make death as painless as po&i- 
ble, the animal has to be opened and ex- 
amined by the slaughterer, 'the shochet,' 
and the intestines and the inner parts closely 
scrutinized. If any disease is visible, such 
as the pleuro-pneumonia, now raging insome 
portions of the country, the animal is de- 
clared to be 'trepha,' or condemned as being 
unfit lor food. This, examination is a re- 
ligious commandment, and is strictly ob- 
served. If the butcher is a pious Jew, he is 
trusted by his co-religionists, and if not, or 
the butcher be a Christian, the meat is 
marked with a seal by the 'shochet,' and on 
a piece of paper is written the date of 
slaughtering. This mode of killing and in- 
vestigating the internals also extends to 
fowls and birds of all kinds. 


THE LAW OF MOSES. 


Turn to the eleventh chapter of the book 


of Leviticus, and there you will tind the 
fle>li, lisli and fowl that is forbidden us to 
eat. That is still our ruling guide, and its 
ordtys are followed m all true Jewish homes. 
A grand old lawgiver was Moses, even if he 
did not invariably give his rea-sons for his 
decisions The fact, however, remains thib 
no Jew hubjet been known to sull^r irom 
trichiniasis aud other diseases which are de- 
rive 1 from swine or hare. Studying the 
chapter referred to carefully, you will note 
that the food for man selected is ba>-ed still 
upon the ground of cleanliness of the ei eat- 
ures mentioned. Professor Hufeland. in his 
leuowneU 'ildcrobiotic.' alludmjr to the 
hygienic laws, points out the fact that fish 
fiied iu animal 
fat—not butter—causes 


often eruptions of the ^km, and this very 
hygienic law—not to bake rKh in lard, etc., 
isa law to-day in Jujaibin. To sum up our 
dittaij lav.s, it maybe said tliat th^ me-it 
iiiubt nrab come from a health}' animal; 
there must be no decay'^or sign of decay, 
and even the fi e^hest meat must be washed 
and salted on all sides to kill any hidden 
germs of disaase. Probably the meat placed 
upon a Jew'b table may not be as palat4bie 
as that on a Christian's, but every preca 
tion is taken to make it more wholesome. 


SUBSTANTIAL REASONS. 


"Another point why Jews are not so liable 


to contagious diseases is that, as a rule, they 
are more temperate in the use of stimulants 
and intoxicating beverages than others. The 
life insurance companies all prefer risks on 
Jewish lives, knowing from long experience 
that the average is for Jews from 36 to 42 
years, whilst with other nations it is only 25 
to 33. It may be mentioned, too, that the 
Jews have religious laws and customs "which 
forbids them to eat food mixed, milk, or but- 
ter. The hygienic object of this has not yet 
Leen ascertained, but from the great wisdom 
displayed by Moses, there is probbably some 
substantial reason tor the law. The tact re-

The Jew 
consequently, is forbidden by his laws to cqo> 
sume the blood of warm-blooded animalsL"

THE GREAT GERMAN

EXPRESS matter is now being received 


by the Wells, Fargo & Co. express line as 
well as the Northern Pacific. It will be 
remembered that this matter has been in 
the courts for some time. Last week 
Judge Deady in the United States cir- 
cuit court at Portliind, Oregon, issued a 
mandatci y injunction in the case of 
Wells, Fargo & Co. vs. the Northern Pa- 
cific railroad company. The injunction 
orders 'that defendants be required to 
furnish plaintiff such facilities as it fur- 
nishes any express company, over all its 
lines between Oregon and St. Paul, and 
connecting lines and links, plaintiff giv- 
ing bonds in the sum or $25,000, that all 
costs, damages and charges which they 
may pay or earn will be made good, if in 
the end the case is decided in favor of 
defendant. The express company is to 
be granted the facihtes ordered on all 
lines after Dec. 1st. 


FROM various parts of the territory

While he does not state specifically by 
what means he arms to do this, as, indeed, 
he could not, he avows his purpose to do 
all possible to make business prosperous. 
These are his declarations. 
What ought 


our attitude to be toward them? The 
best thing possible is to take him at his 
word and accept his statements until 
there is evident reason for rejecting 
them. He is elected and will enter on 
his presidential office. And while his 
career is yet to be developed, it is far 
better to cordially support him and ac- 
cept his assurances than to treat him 
with suspicion. The country has all the 
elements of prosperity. Mr. Cleveland 
has the ambition of other men. He is as 
much interested as any in having the 
country prosperous. His party, greedy 
as individuals may be, can only retain 
power by deserving it.

We make the rest in this 
country. * There are only ten fireworks 
establishments in America."

Dakota Schools, 


Gsn. William H. H. Beadle, territoral super- 


intendent of public instruction, has prepared 
bis biennial report, which shows a remarkable 
development of the educational interests of the 
tem.ory. Up to two years ago the unnatural 
and cumbersome district system prevailed, and 
matters were in a condition far from satisfactory. 
The last legislature passed a law establishing 
the township system, which, however, did not 
g-> into effect in all the counties. Under this 
law great improvement has taken place and 
s ime definite idea can now for the first time be 
gleaned of the status of educational affairs. 
The report will contain statistics showing that 
there are eighty-one oiganized counties at the 
present time, but the reports for the tscal year 
ending June 30,1884, include only the sixty 
five counties which had schools and school 
accounts in that year.

How to get Government Land, in 


Bismarck District. 


THE HOMESTEAD 


Law gives the head of a family, male or female 
the right to enter a quarter section, 160 acres, 
of vacant land if he or she is a native born citi- 
zen of the United States, or if foreign born lias 
taken out- "first papers." A single man (or sin- 
gle woman) over 21 years of age is given the 
same chance. Within six months from date of 
entry the party must build a house on the lane 
tajcen and begin living in it. 
If he lives on ace 


farms it for five years tit e is acquired bj piov- 
ing those facts and paying the land office fees 
four or eight dollars—the latter the highest 
figure. If at any time before the ftve years run 
out the homesteader wants to pay for his laud, 
he can do so. The price per acre is S1.25 and 
§2.50. The cheaper price rules on lands forty 
miles from the Northern Pacific railroad, and 
the hiplier, §2.30, within that distance. 


An ex-soldier, who served in the rebellion 


more than uinty days.gets the time he'served (or 
if discharged nn account of disability or the 
cloaeof the war the whole time for which he 
enlisted) deducted from the five years, His 
army service, to the extent of four years, counts 
as so much residence. The original fees at the 
land office are SI4 and $18—the former for >1,25 
land and the latter for .$2 50 land, 


THE PRE-EMPTION LAW 


Requires some^ctof improvement by the ap- 
plicant himself, and a filing costing two dollais 
as the first steps. Then actual residence, culti- 
vation of the soil and payment, at $1.23, or $2 50 
per acre, according to location. This payment 
is not requ red before two years and nine 
mon hs. Any time, however, after six month!) 
residence and cultivation tlie payment can be 
made and title had. 


THE TIMBER CULTURE ACT, 


Under tllis law a quarter section, 160 acres, is 
allowed the qualified man or woman, resident 
or n^n resident , who pays $14 fees and there- 
after breaks or* plows five acres the first year, 
cultivates it the second year and plants to forest 
trees, cuttingsor seeds the third year; and be- 
ginning the second jear breaks another ftve 
acres and cultivates and plants the third and 
fourth years When he gets his ten acres (i he 
lawful area) planted, he keeps the trees culti- 
vated and in good growing condition for four 
years more, or eight years from date of his 
entry. If at that time he can show 6,750 
healthy trees he will be granted t'tle upon pay- 
ing §8, land office fees.

Political economists are beginning- to real 


ize that the cheapest and surest plan to abate 
crime, in the end, is to provide for the physi 
cal wants and moral training of the rising 
generation, from whose worst ranks the cor 
nipt and dangerous classes of older society 
are 
constantly recruited. 
The French 


philanthropists now understand that the 
work of social reformation must commence in 
early life. Tiie principles of morality, liki 
the good of temperance an i religion, canno 
be inculcated by the operation of civil law. 


The General Poeiety of France for the Pro- 


tection of Abandoned or DeLnquc-it Chil 
dren, is a foundation establishe 1 by legisla 
tive decree, uuder the patronage of the min 
ister ol justice. It lests upon a ba-,1^ of broad 
charity, ami is governed by a board of direc 
tors, anw.i^ whom we recogniz3 the leadiii 
ing 3ouruai;sts of Pam 
The judge of the 


tribunal of tbe Seina, a high personage, i 
president, while the Baron de Rothschild 
was lately treasurer. Though barely fou. 
years old, the society already numbers 7,000 
members, representing thirty nationalities 
In each of forty towns in the French repub 
lie it has set up a protectory, not only for tht 
rearing of neglected children, but for theii 
indenture, notably in the rural districts. The 
managers aim to cieate a spirit of solidarity 
among all kindivd organizations, at home 
aud abroad, and to invite the appointment of 
delegates to meet in ecumenical council a 
stated times and places, for the promotion of 
universal brotherhood auil the discussion o 
subjects and methods bearing on the protec 
tion of -youth. 


Two years ago the promoters of the society 


headed by Alexandra Dumas, a member o: 
the French academy, set about organizing an 
international congress tor the protection o 
children. The minister for foreign affairs 
tin ongh diplomatic a^eats in both hemis 
phia-A.-, excited a wide^raad interest and m 
quiry into the matter, the result of nhicl 
was the receipt at the parent office in Pari 
of a Iliads of precious documents and encour 
aging communications Ironi distant govern 
meats and also !rom benevolent per-^us it 
the four quarters of the globe. 


At the fir-t international congress, assem 


bled at Paris in the summer of 1883, tt e fol 
lowing programme was submitted for dis- 
cussion: First, foundlings, deserted bale-,, re- 
ceptacles for abandoned infants, day home 
for the nurslings of poor working women 
asylums and baby farms; second, children o: 
larger growth bodily or morally abandoned 
orphans, waifs and strays; third, incorrlgiblt 
pupils at school and prisoners of tender years 
fourth, apprentices of either sex under 14 
years of age and "employment of indigent 
boys and girls as a salutary measui e of pub- 
lic utility." Under each of the foregoing 
heads were examined: First, the statistics 
showing the extent in various countries oi 
the evil involved; secondly, the legal means 
of redress actually in force; thirdly, the 
financial resources provided for the work o: 
reformation, and, fourthly, the methods am 
systems adopted by associations throughout 
the civilized world for the protection anc 
employment ot vagrant children. 


There is no question that more forcibly 


presses itself upon the consideration of the 
thoughtful than this: What shall we do 
with our vagrant boys and girls? Business 
men do not seem able to solve it, legislator^ 
have not been able to grapple with it, ju- 
dicial benches have not adjudicated it. The 
generally accepted belief is that any means 
by which profitable occupation can be af- 
forded to the youthful wanderers who infest 
our streets will come ne-jrer solving the 
problem than any device for alms-giving 01 
mere charitable maintenance. 
American 


boys and girls, as a rule, do not take kindly 
to the fare and discipline of eleemosynary 
houses. They want independence and self- 
support. 


Some years ago the writer, authorized and 


assisted by the citizens of San Francisco, 
started in that city a youths' directory 01 
free intelligence office for the benefit of chil- 
dren under bixteeii years of ag3. It is a tact 
of record that in five yeans from the opening 
of the directory it procured i eiuunerative 
employment in town and in the countrv te 
"upward ot 10,000 boys and 2,000 gn-L, of 
every tongue, kindred, religion aud type' IE 
society/' A free intelligence office planted 
in the heart of a city and fostered by her 
citizens would go a long way toward sup- 
pressing juvenile vice and answering the 
vexed question, "What shall we do with our 
street boys and girls?

Tne Proclamation Issued. 


Governor Fierce has issued his proclamation, 


in accordance with a provision of the capital 
removal bill, declaring the capitol ready for 
occupancy, and enjoining upon all concerned to 
act accordingly. In introducing this proclama- 
tion, a few remarks concerning the condition of 
the building and grounds, will be very appro 
priate. It ia indeed a gratifying fact not only 
to tbe citizens of Bismarck, but to all citizens 
of Dakota, that the capital of this grand terri- 
tory, the main wing of which ia nox ready for 
oi oapar.cy is a much handsomer structure than 
the S3 of many of the proudest states and it has 
been construct'*! without a dollar's expense to 
the territory at large: The large rooms r e 
now adorned by their pare white coat, the 
presiding offic ra' stands and desks in tbe conn 
cit and house of representatives are completed, 
the naileries are ready fur the anxious specta- 
tors and the entire arrangement of high, hroad, 
magnificent roomc, is in keeping with the 
dignity and wealth of the territory. Of course 
some of the building's interior conveniences are 
but temporary, yet none of the temporary 
parts 
are 
a 
discredit 
to 
the 
struc- 


ture. For instance, the handsome stairways 
which all visitors have given special compliment 
are but temporary,'and in time will be replaced 
by solid stately steps. Several ot the entrances 
and sky lights are al°o temporary. The steam 
heating arrangements are perfect. 
The build- 


ing will be heated by both direct £nd indirect 
radiation, tbe tteam to be supplied by two 
mammoth boilers. 
Steps have been built at 


the west entrance, where large 3'or m doors have 
alpo been cocstrncted. The park around the 
building is being beautifully adorned by skilled 
workmen and landscape engineers. 
Ever- 


greens wave in symmetrical rows, while the 
ground is being neatly terraced. 
Sixth street 


is now graded to the park, where it intersects 
the grand boulevard, 150 feet wile, from which 
a circular road leads to the western entrance. 
The park will furnish one of Dakota's most 
beautiful landscape scenes, tbe capitol will be a 
shining monument, and in speaking of tbe 
important finishing work which bas recently 
been done, much credit should be given Attor- 
ney General Hughes, who has devoted a vast 
amount 
of time and studious labor to its 


supervition and f irection. 


THE GOVERNOR'S PHOCLA:JIATION.

Railroad Accident.

The Chicaso papers are now busily engaged

The attorney general, referring to the Flem-

He 
added that he would be elad tp exhibit the 
papers in the case, but nnf urtnnately they were 
locked up with the effects of Mr. Stair, tbe 
deceased pardon clerk, and consequently are 
not at present available and will not be for 
some days. Attorney General Brewster Bays 
that before he was chosen as a member" of the 
cabinet the number of pardons signed' by the 
president, and of course recommended by the 
attorney general, averaged 200 per annum. 
Dnring his administration of the affairs of tbe 
department the number has fallen to about 
forty a year.

behind them.

saw the last cavalryman dash down this 
street followed by the v hizzing ballets. As 
the Confederates clattered down the btreet, 
one mail—the last man—dropped his mus- 
ket. Dil he stop to p^ckitup' 
No. He 


drove the spurs into his hoi se's =ides and 
soon \vas iii the nud^t of his fleeiu,.; compan- 
ions. 
The Yantfs viere too close to him 


nd the bullet* «ere flying too thick for him 
to lose any time picking up a rnuhkct'" 


Ii was on tue 1st of September, li!>4. The 


city had been shelled fur six weeks, and ths 
reign of terror was at it, heat The battle of 
the 20th of July, the great battle of the 2SM, 
and the battle of E?ra church had been 
fought, the Jone^boro fighting was over, and 
defeat had settle J upon the Confederate ban- 
ner. 
Many houses weie deserted by the 


panic-stricken people. For tw j daj> the non- 
combatants had lje«?n uuable to get any re- 
liable information of the movements of tbs 
two armies. On the night of the 1st there was 
an unusual clatter of horses' hoot's i<i the city 
and an increased tramp, tramp, ti amp of th« 
moving army as Hood prepared to withdraw 
his troops from the city he "could no longer 
defend. 


At midnight the ordnance tram and sev- 


enty odd car loads of powder, shells and 
cart1 idges was run from a point near the 
center of the city to about opposite Gen, 
GartJ-ell's residence, and the rebels began 
the destruction of the engines of death they 
could no longer use.

lovely Rawley mansion, and Gen. Jeff G, 
Davib made his headquarters in a house 
about two doors below the Jewish synagogue 
on Forsj tb street 


And then what a wonderful change came 


over the city' 


Within forty-eight hours every business 


house in Atlcnfa was occupied by sutlers' 
stores. There were book stores, clothing 
stores, confect onery stores, drygoods stores, 
and to cap the eiiTtax, a minstrel show 
opened on Decatur street, and two or three 
billiard s-aloons> were put in full blast.

It seems utterly impossible to get at the facts 


in the reported Qrinnell hanging, and now it 
appears that Mr. Q. is still enjoying lite in the 
upper country. The Montana papers have re 
ceived the same report that came to the 
TRIBUNE, and travelers from tbe north and west 
confirm the statements made, so far as rumor 
gt>38. A private letter to the TBIBDNE states 
that on October 13th between fifteen and twenty 
cow boys visited the Moose river country and 
recovered forty stolen horses. Tiny also took 
three men to Montana with them—two white 
men, Bavenwood and Bates, and one half treed 
naired Gardapee. The letter ended with the 
words, 'They intend to have a necktie party 
when they get home." This letter does not 
name Grinnell, bat indicates that several of the 
boys were strung np. A reliable gentk man 
arrived from Wsshburn Monday morning, 
and being interviewed on the subject sad that 
there was no troth in the report. He said two 
men from the Mouse r.ver region bad informed 
bio: that Mr. Grinnell bad not been hung. The 
report started from the fact that several of the 
gang of cow boys had threatened to lynch him. 
and .heir presence in this region. There has 
been mnch hanging in the northern country 
daring the past season, and no one will ever 
know whj or how many have gone to eternity 
through the courtesy of the vigilantes or cow 
boyp. It looks now as though Mr. Grinnell 
still livep. 


Marion Pace, of the Mouse ri-er, arrived in 


Bismarck Sunday evening and says that on 
Saturday night, the 15th, bis uncle and cousin 
camped in the Dog Den mountains, and saw the 
vigilantes who had Bavenwood, Bates and Gar- 
dapee as prisoner?. T. F. Berry and Jacob 
Pendroy, the men referred to as having camped 
in the Dog Den mountains, conversed with the 
c w boys and their prisoners and were informed 
that the three men would be taken back with the 
vigilantes. 
Gardapee, one of the prisoners, 


said that he would go as far as Washbnrn and 
return from that point, and just then one of the 
cow boys carelessly remarked that when Gar- 
dapee got aa far as Washbnrn he would conclude 
to go on. This is all the information Mr. Pace 
could give on the subject.

According to latest advices Grinnell was not 


hung as reported m the Bi marck TRIBUNE 
There no longer remains any doubt but that 
Bronson has made his last journey by way of 
the h> mpen route and some others may have 
passed in their checks to the same conductor, 
but we don't think Grinnell is of the nnmber.
